History of the Ship.
The Missour! Is a sister ship of the
Ohio and the Maine. Her contract price

was IS5, Her keel was laid Febru-
ary 7. 1%, and on the latest construction
report she is set down as 51 per cent com-
pleted. The Missouri’s contract speed was
eighteen knots an hour, so that she will
rank pext to the battle ships of the Georgia
class In regard to speed. Her complement
will be forty officers and 511 men.

The hull i3 built of steel and is un-
sheathed. It is 348 feet long on the load-
water line, 72 feet 24 inches extreme

breadth and at a mean draught of 23 feet
@ Inches displaces 12,270 tons. The hull ‘s
protected abreast of the boflers and en-
Eines by a side armor belt of from 7% to
11 Inches thickness and by the casemate
armor 6 Inches thick. In the casemate
are pliced ten of the 8-inch guns the ves-

graat efficlency of these
excessive rolling.
Hydraulie Steering Gear.

Hydraulic gear is used in- steering the
vessel, and can put the rudder from hard
a-port to hard a-starboard In twenty sec-
onds when the vessel is moving at full
speed. Electricity is used for lighting the
vessel and operating the turrets and holsts
and for communicating between parts of
the ship, and for other minor purposes.
Four powerful searchlights will give warn-
ing of the approach of hostlle vesseis. For
night signaling the ship carries two sets of
electric signaling apparatus.

The normal coal supply is 1,000 tons and
the capacity of the bunkers ls 2,000 tons.
The arrangement of the bunkers is such
as to afford considerable incidental protec-
tion to the machinery.

The Missourl and her class are the first
battle ships of the United States navy in
which water-tube boilers are provided.
Steam for the propelling machinery is sup-
plied by water-tube bollers of the Thorney-
croft type, placed In four water-tight com-
partments. There are three smoke pipes.
'Ilhn two propelling engines are of the ver-
tical cylinder, direct-acting, triple-expan-
sion type, having four cylinders. The col-
lective indleated horse power {s about 16,000
when the vessel {s making elghteen knots.

ADVANTAGES OF A NAYY.
Address of Secretary Long at Launch-
ing of Missourl.
NEWPORT NEWS, December 28.—®ec-
retary Long delivered the leading address
at the launching of the battle ship Mls-

sourf{ today. The Secretary sald:

I have been Interested In the eclrcular
signed by many eminent cltizens, my be-
loved friend, E, E. Hale, at the head, in
which they regret the estlmate of $100,000,-
000 for the increase of the navy. * * ®
The size of the navy, If there is to be a
navy at all, {s a question llke the tariff—of
adjustment rather than of principle. Of
course, It Is rather a taking thing to say
as a matter of theory, as this elreular says,
that $100,000,000 for the navy means a tax
of 36 on every family in the United States.
And yet, on the other hand, as a matter
of practical faet, If that sum Is spent there
Is probably not a family in the United
States whose future income could be shown
to be $6 less, and there are a good many
families whose Income would be 36 more,
and still more families whose income would
be many times $6 less if it were not spent.

It is also rather a taking thing to say
that 3100000000 could be better spent for
education or charity. And yet, on the
other hand, $100,000,000 spent in the em-
ployment of labor i3 the very best use to
which It can be put.

The great question of the day as to
wealth 1s its distribution. While few would
say that the community should be taxed for
the sole purpose of distributing the pro-
ceeds of taxatlon, yet It Is some comfort
to know of a tax which when it is laid on
the communlity all returns again to it. If
$100,000,000 shall be appropriated for the
navy by the present Congress a small part
will go for the purchase of raw material
and something for salarles, but the great
bulk of it for labor In every part of the
Unlon.

Prosperity and Taxation.

Somehow It just happens that with larger
revenues than we have ever had before In
time of peace, and therefore with more di-
rect and Indlrect taxation, there Is more
prosperity and more money In the pocket
of the eitizen than ever before. Students
may speculate over the economiec causes
but this is the “‘demnition total." .

Undoubtedly Uncle Sam ought to reduce
taxation wherever he can. On the other
hand, it ia shrewd and wise In him to run
things so as to keep business good, and if
as a result hls income is large he confers
miich more benefit by spending it than he
would by hiding it. Whenever the Interests
of the eountry require, -he should reduce
his receipts, but as they are now excessive,
the great question seems ©w be how he
shall get the proceeds back among the
people. Another year he may not have so
much money to spemd. But if this wvear,
having a surplus, he spends $100,000,000 for
the navy, let us remember that while It is
gpent under that name it 18 really spent, as
I sald before, in the employvment of the
people’s labor and in the purchase of the
material they have to sell, and the people
get rather more out of it than the navy
does, for they get it all back again. * * *

The Vessel's Armor,

Protection is afforded the vitals of the
ship below the water line.by a protective
deck with armor from 2% to 4 Inches thick.
The main battery of the ship consists of
four 12-inch rifies placed in tweo balanced
turrets and silxteen 6-inch guni. The tur-
rets are turned by electriclty and can re-
volve through 360 degrees in one minnte,
Ten of the G-inch guns are within the casc-
mate, as before stated; two others are on
the berth forward In 6-inch armored spon-
sons and four are on the upper deck.
Those in the sponsons forward and two
on the upper deck can fire directly ahead
and the other two on the upper deck di-
rectly astern in addition to having a broad-
side fire.

The secondary battery consists of six
S-Inch guns, eight 6-pounders, six 1-pound-
ers, two Ceolts and two 3-inch field guns.

New Feature Introduced.

A new f{eature introduced inte the offen-
sive power of this ship are two submerged
torpedo tubes. While German warships
have been equipped with these tubes for
a number of years, the Missourl and her
class are the first battle ships of our navy
to be supplied with them. There are two
military masts fitted with the usual signal
vards, tops and topmasts, one mast as
usual being over the forward conning
tower. The Missouri carries fourteen boats,
of which one is a forty-foot steam cutter
and another a thirty-six foot steam cutter
of the usual navy type. The boats are
handied by four cranes operated by steam
and each of which can Mft the heavlest
boat that it has to handle at the rate of
forty feet per minute. Bllge keels to re-
duce the rolling are fitted to the vessal,
experiments in recent years in our own and
foreign navies having demonstrated the

If my recollection serves me right, while
Great Britain has had troubles in Egypt
and Africa and elsewhere, she has had no
conflict on sea for many years, and yet her
navy has been twice as large as that of
any power. The recent Inecrease in our
navy did not induce the war with Spalin,

which, as things were, seems to have been
Inevitable.

The War With Spain.

©On the other hand it 1s more than Ilkely
that if in the beginning of 1808 we had
eéven as large a navy as we have now, cer-
tainly as large a one as now proposed,
there would have been no war with Spain,
and that country would have come to
terms, as she was very near coming, with-
out battle. At that time, however, it was
the general impression among foreign pow-
ers, and probably In Spaln, that her navy
would blow us ‘out of the water.
All the foregoing deals with questions of
expediency, which are the only questions
ralsed in the circular. But there is-a ques-
tion of principle, and that question strange-
ly enough the circular does not touch. The
signers, it seems to me, instead of rajsing
the question of how big the navy should be,
should have raised the question of whether
there shall be any navy at all. This I do
not propose to argue, as until the world
moves much farther toward the millennium
it is hardly worth while to argue it. In de-
termining this question what shall be the
size’of our navy there are a great many
things to be considered, some of which I
have referred to. z
For Instance, our World relations have
expanded vastly in the last three years in
territorial extent, and vastly more in {in-
ternational extent. It has not Leen an ex-
tension upon the continent, but upon the
ocean itself and the slands of the seas in
both hemispheres. Our commerce has
greatly increased in volume and area, and

0f our navy should correspond to oUr na-
tional and international size, and if we have
the cash on hand, it would seem the sim-
plest good business sense, (he simplest
good busipess care of our own interests, 1o
iricrease the navy; and whether this shall
cost §20,000,000, or $75:000,000, or $100,000,000,
it is not an extravagance to cul our gar-
ment according to our cloth, especlally as
last year there was no appropriation for
such an increase.
Some Instances in Point.

It is like the rich man grading his ex-
penditures to his income, and thus making
it serve the general welfare as well as his
own. It is like having policemen enough
Instead of having a number so limited that
the roughs are tempted to riot. There cer-
tainly is a heap of comfort in feeling that
if millions are now spent for the navy the
money ls in the tili to spend. It is a case
where the people can have their cake and
eat it, too; they can have their ships and
they can have in theilr pockets the money
paid for buillding them.

I will not pursue the topie further, but
a United States naval vessel, carrying our
flag into the ports and harbors of the worid
is something more than a fighting machine.
It means relations with those ports; it
means an awakening and lively respect
there for our country; it means recognition
of the outreach of our civilization, com-
merca and influence; it means just what
would be meant if a fine representative of
New York or Boston, carryving her prestige,
exploiting her interests, were in every other
city of the Union.

PET DOG IN COURT. .

Scotch Collle the Object of Grave Con-
tention.

The question over the ownership of a
Scoteh collie dog resulted in the trial of
Peter D, Morris, a colored man, on & charge
of lareeny in the Police Court today before
Judge Scott. J. L. Davis of 48 M street
northwest claimed the dog as his property,
and said 1t was shipped to him in October,
1800, from Senator Proctor's kennel in Ver-
mont.

On the other hand Morris, who conducts
an eating house near the corner ef 15th
and L streets northwest, said the dog be-
longed to him, having purchased the ani-
mal from Walter Joyce, a colored coach-
man, in August, 1900. Morris sald the dog's
name was Major.

Davis stated to the court that on Sunday
evening he entered a drug store, leaving
the animal outside, and when he returned
the dog had disappeared. *‘The next day,”
he sald, “a colored boy visited him, and
informed him that he had found the dog
and it had been turned over to Morris, as
the latter claimed it.”

Morrls testified that the dog was lost by
him last July. Witness also said the dog
would get his hat from the hat rack for
him on command,.

““Major,” or “Prince,” as the dog 1s call-
ed, was In court, and seemed to prefer tae
company of Mrs. Davis, who occupied a
seat in the rear of the room, to that ot
any one else.

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Capt. George A. Mushbach, former state
senator and a well-knbwn lawyer, died last
night shorily after 11 o'clock at his resi-
dence, on North Washington street. Capt.
Musbach had been ill for several weeks,
but his death was not unexpected. It came,
however, as a shock to the entire commu-
nity, ' The deceased was fifty-one years ot1
age, and is survived by a widow., The fu-
neral arrangements will be made later,
With the death of Capt. Mushbach and
Anthony W. Armstrong—the latter's death
occurring a few days ago—the local bar as-
socintion has suffered the loss of two of its
leading members,

Capt. Mushbach has Dbeen a resident of
this city since early manhood. He was
born in New Jersey, January, 1850, and
came to Alexandria fifteen yvears later. His
education was received at Rutger's College,
New Brunswick, N. J., where he grad-
uated at an early age, Soon after taking
up his residence here Mr. Mushbach com-
menced the study of law with Col. Francis
L. Smith. He was admitted to the bar in
1871, since which time he has been actively
engaged in practice. ’

Held Positiona of Trust,

Capt. Mushbach was elected to several
positions of trust in the city. He was a
member of the city couneil, where he
served for two years. Bubsequtly he was
appointed commonwealth attorney of lAlex-
andria county, under Judge Cockerille. He

was elected as & member of the state house
of delegates in November 1877.

He gerved two yvears and was re-elected
for the succeeding term. His election as a
senator from the fourteenth district, com-
prising the city of Alexandria and the
counties of Alexandria, Fairfax and Prince
William, was almost unanimous. He took
his seat In that body In 1881 and served
four years.

Captaln Mushbach bore a good reputation
in the state as a military man. He was
elected captain of the Alexandria Light
Infantry January, 1883, and remained at
the head of the command for about ten
vears. He did much to place the company
on a footing of equality wlth any other
military organization in the state. For
many years (Captain Mushbach was &
member of the board of visitors for the
state deaf, dumb and blind institution at
Staunton. At one time he was a member
of the board of visitors to Mount Vernon.

Tha deceased was a Blue Lodge Mason,
a Royal Arch Mason and a member of the
Royal Arcanum. For several terms he
wag high priest of Mount Vernon Roxal
Arch Chapter, No. 14. In recent vears
Captain Mushbach has bheen out of politics
entirely, devoting himself exclusively to
the practice of his profession.

FLOOD OF DIVORCE SUITS GROWS |
BIGGER AND BIGGER.

Getting Them in Befare the New Code
Goes Into Operation—Those Wheo
Are Dissatisfied.

Again today the clerk in charge of the
equity docket of the Supreme Court of the
District of Columbia was kept busy record-
ing petitions for divorces. William H. Les-
ter, through Attorney Campbell Carrington,

asked for a legal separation from Florence

A. Lester. Mr. Lester accuses his wife of
infidelity, and adds that acts of cruelty on
her part have greatiy endangered his life
and health.

Alleging that her husband is an habitual
drunkard and has treated her with great
cruelty, Annle Holbruner, through Attorney
E. L. Gies, today Instituted proceedings for

divorce against Charles HOlbruner.

Emily A. Ashby, in a petition for divorce
filed today, asserts that in order to preserve
her life and health she was compelled to
separate from her husband, Turner J. Ash-
by, last May. Accprding to Mrs. Ashby,
her husband, on three occasions, was con-
victed in the Police Court for drunkenness,
vagrancy and threats against her. Several
other times, she declares, she was com-
pelled to call upon the police to protect her
from violence on the part of the defendant.
The parties were married in March, 1894,
and have two children. Mrs. Ashby is rep-
resenteéd by Attorneys Kimball, Pgtbury
and White.

In addition to accusing her husband, Ed-
win B. Bentley, of being cruel to her,
Daisy E. Bentley, in a petition filed today,
asks the Supreme Court of the District 2f
Columbia to grant her a divorce from him
by reason of alleged unfaithfulness on his
part. Attorney Campbell Carrington ap-
pears for Mrs. Bentley.

Attorneys Wolf & Rosenberg today filed
a petition in behalf of Clara A. Geier, who
seeks a divorce from Joseph W. Geier. The
parties were married at Alexandria, Va., in
December, 1891. Mrs. Geler asserts that
without cause on her part her husband de-
serted her in February following. In addi-
tion to a divorce Mrs. Geler desires the cus-
tody of the one child born to the couple.

Proceedings for divorce were Instituted
today by Gabriel Duncan, through Attorney
Edward G. Niles, against Julia F. Duncan.
The marriage of the parties to the suit oc-
curred at Alexandria, Va., in May, 1863.

ARRESTED IN BALTIMORE.

The Man Wapnted for Assault on Mrs,

Edna West, who remained in an uncon-
scious condition many hours after she was
picked up in front of her home, is steadily
improving. She was much better today and
her complele recovery seems assured:

The detectives reached here this afternoon
with the prisoner, who was given a hearing
before a magistrate in Baltimore. Malvin
was measured and photographed for the
gallery. He was then taken to a police
station to be held until Monday, when he
will probably be committed to jall to awalt
the result of the woman's injuries.

On the way ‘here the prisoner told the de-
tectives that Edna was jealous of an-
other woman. She quarreled with him, and
he pushed her. She fell against the gate,
he said, and cut her head.

LOCAL MILITIA LAW

CONSTITUTIONALITY . OF A DIS-
CHARGE BY GEN. HARRIES.

Interesting Polnt Ralsed by E.

Franklin Lord in the Counrts—Was

in Engineer Corps.

A novel point, involving the constitution-
ality of the local militia law, was raised to-
day in connection with a petition for writ
of mandamus filed in the Supreme Court
of the District of Columbia by E. Franklin
Lord. George H. Harries, in his capacity
as commanding general of the militia of the
District of Columbia, is named respondent.

It is recited that Lord was re-enlisted the
17th of last June, to serve one year, as a
private of the Engineer Corps, District of
Columbia National Guard. At the time of
the re-enlistment, it is added, the Engineer
Corps owned and kept certaln personal
property, and, It is clgimed, Lord, as ten-
ant in common, has an interest equal with
that of every other active member of the
Engineer Corps in such personal property.

The court is informed that August 15
last, the adjutant general of the mllitia,
by command of General Harrles, issued an
order discharging Lord *in the interest of
the service.”” The effect of the order, it Is
pointed ‘out, {s to determine the active
membership of Lord in the Engineer Corps,
and thereby deprive him of his Interest In
personal property owned by that organiza-
tion.

It Is declared by Lord that section 28 of
the act of Congress- approved March 1,
1889, under the terms of which *the re-
spondent has attempted to dlscharge from
the District of Columbia National Guard
the petitioner, is unconstitutional."

The court is asked by Lord teo require
Gen. Harrles to show cause why he should
not be commanded to cause to be issued
an order revoking the order directing the
discharge of Lord, and to reinstate the lat-
ter as an active member of the Engineer
Corps.

It Is understood that the proceedings in-
stituted today is the outcome of a factional
upheaval that marred the even tenor of
affairs in the Engineer Corps last sum-
mer. On the recommendation of Lieut. Roy
B. Hayes, commanding the Engineer Corps,
the alleged disturbers were discharged from
the National Guard “in the Interest of the
service.” °

COALING STATIONS,

Powers Scramble for Nawal
Near the Hed Sea.

Toward the south of the Red sea, round
about the Straits of Bab-el-Mandeb, =a
scramble for coaling stations has been in
qulet progress for some time past, Most of
the points of vantage have, indeed, been al-
ready occupled, but there are vigilant seek-
ers who prowl about in the hope of plcking
up unconsidered pleds a terre.

barnyvard. The crowds of people going in

and out of the market paid no mere atten-

1 slowly drew nearer and nearer, all tha
time watching them closely, for I had
never been 8o near birds of this feather aud
odor in all my life. 1 was surprised to find
the sight so bewildering as well as enter-
talning. To me they seemed not only to be
lelsurely engaged in eating their morning
repast, but were at the same time imitating
many of the different characteristics of the
human family. Their actions were so trie
to nature In many phases of human life
that I almost feit I was witnessing a real
play, the pavement before me belng a
stage.
